program to enrich the curriculum, and installing a new 
playground behind the school. 

The group sponsors performers, writers and 
artists, coordinates field trips to the Zeiterion Theater, 
the Museum of Fine Arts, and the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra, and provides allowances so all classes can 
arrange presentations to supplement the curriculum.

The Sippican Soiree is the primary source of 
funds for VASE each year. "We have worked very hard 
to make the Soiree a success," said Ms. Messina.

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett School 
Committee was called to order at 7:06 pm by Chairman 
Grace Knox on Monday, November 9, 2009 at the Center 
School Cafeteria. Also in attendance were committee 
members Ginny Beams, Joyce LaVoie, Charles Motta, Vice 
Chairman Jerry Johnson, Old Hammondtown Principal 
Matt DiAndrea, Center School Principal Rose Bowman 
and Superintendent Dr. William Cooper. 

The meeting began with a presentation by Mike 
Walsh from Ad Tech Technologies. Mr. Walsh presented 
multi-purpose white boards called Eno Boards that serve 
not only as the writing tool they are commonly used for in 
classrooms, but as a new form of technology that allows a 
computer screen to be displayed on it as well. The boards, 
which contain no wires and are made out of porcelain, 
allow the teacher or student to use an interactive pen 
to serve as the mouse. The teacher would also have the 
ability to access the board from anywhere in the room by 
using the pen on a mini-slate version of the board.

students at the high school was 120 out of the roughly 700 
students, although only 83 were absent on the Monday 
the meeting took place.

November 9, 2009

A Meeting of the Rochester Board of Selectmen 
was called to order on Monday, November 9, 2009 at 
6:59 pm by Chairman Richard Nunes. Also present 
were Selectman Naida L. Parker, Town Administrator 
Richard LaCamera and Administrative Assistant Veronica 
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Lafreniere. Selectman Bradford Morse was absent. 

The minutes from October 5, 2009 and October 19, 
2009 were approved. 

Under Selectmen's Signatures two items were 
addressed; the Special State Primary Election scheduled 
for December 8, 2009, which passed, as well as a renewal 
of several liquor licenses in Town, which also passed. 

At 7:05 pm the first of two dog hearings was 
opened with a complaint from Rochester resident Nancy 
Beijar. Ms. Beijar described an incident involving a dog 
belonging to Paul Bradley and Sarah Mitchell. The dog, 
Ellie, followed Ms. Beijar up a hill making a " terrible 
noise. It came unbelievably fast and ripped my pants up 
the back/ 7 The pants were brought in and a large tear was 
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shown to the Selectmen. 

Another neighbor, Sandra Bock, also spoke about 
the same dog and a bite she received a few weeks prior. 
Ms. Bock was shaken after receiving a bite from the dog, 
and she also expressed concern for a number of children 
who were out playing close by when she was attacked. 

Ms. Mitchell addressed these concerns stating 
that the dog is young and is now in dog training. 

After more discussion, the hearing was closed 
in order for the Selectmen to make a motion. It was 
determined that the dog, Ellie, will need to be kept on a 
leash or remain in some kind of enclosure - not just an 
electric fence - at all times. 

The second dog hearing was then opened. A dog 
owned by Douglas Church escaped and bit someone. 
This is the third incident involving this dog. The Board 
of Selectmen agreed to allow Mr. Church to keep his dog 
for now, under the condition that he waives his right to 
appeal if there is ever a fourth incident and that he ensure 
the dog is properly restrained at all times. 

For the Town Administrator's Report, Mr. 
LaCamera briefly spoke about the Rochester Memorial 
School's plan, and said that the building committee is 
reviewing contracts and there is currently work being 
done on finances for the project. 

The Government recently made some State aid 
cuts, and fortunately Rochester hasn't been too harshly 
impacted by the cuts. 
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Mr. LaCamera notified the Board of a tree lighting 
ceremony, which will be held on December 7, 2009 at 6:00 
pm. 

Under Old Business, the extension of a waterline 
to a piece of property was addressed, and a decision 
postponed until Selectman Morse could be present and 
contribute to the discussion. 

Next, the Board of Assessors asked the Board of 
Selectmen to authorize vacation time for an employee 
who had been accruing the time until a 2007 change 
in policy threatened to erase that accrued time. The 
Selectmen agreed to have an agreement drafted allowing 
the employee to utilize that vacation time. 

Antonio Sol then addressed the Board about 
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matters of a town street run-off draining onto his 
property, as discussed in the previous Selectmen's 
meeting; Mr. Sol felt the topic was unresolved. Chairman 
Nunes suggested that Mr. Sol draft a letter outlining what 
solution he would like from the Town. 

Under Correspondence: Comcast sent updates, 
there was communication regarding the ongoing transfer 
of Sheriff Departments.

The new fee schedule can be 
found on the Town of Mattapoisett website, the "Virtual 
Town Hall", under the "fee schedule" heading. The Board 
also voted to change the manager for the Reservation Golf 
Club. 

Randall H. Kunz of 45 Water Street was appointed 
as the Southeastern Regional Planning and Economic 
Development District (SRPEDD) alternate and as the 
Town's representative to the South Coast Rail Economic 
Development and Land Use Corridor Plan. Mr. Kunz 
retired from his position as Town Planner in Rochester in 
October. 

The Board voted to sign a primary Warrant for the 
Town Clerk, for the December 8 Massachusetts Primary. 



A new paving agreement was approved and 
signed by the Board. The paving will take place in the 
area of the Town Wharf from the Public Access Board. 
This work will come from an already existing waterfront 
fund and could possibly "solve ponding and draining 
issues", according to Chairman Collyer.

upon by the Department of Energy. Mr. Gagne 7 will keep 
the Board informed on the grant's progress. 

Mr. Gagne 7 also suggested that the Board allow 
him to compile, based on a set of accepted standards, a 
goal-setting and performance evaluation policy manual 
for the review of all employees and departments under 
the Board of Selectmen, the Board of Health and the 
Board of Assessors. If the evaluation policy is approved 
by the BOS, it will be put on public display and necessary 
employees will be trained in the application of the policy. 
The Board met this initiative favorably. "If you don't tell a 
person what you expect of them, you can't review them/ 7 
said Selectman Silva. 

The tax cuts that Governor Devall presented to 
Massachusetts was "not good", according to Mr. Gagne 7 . 
The budget for Old Rochester Regional transportation will 
be cut 44%, and Old Colony Regional Technical Vocational 
High School will be similarly effected, in addition to 
other local cuts. "The general feeling is, unless revenue 
improves, we could be looking at additional cuts in 
January," Mr. Gagne 7 said. 

Mr. Gagne showed pictures of the two signs 
that that Mattapoisett Police Brotherhood donated to the 
town. The attractive carved signs are similar in design 
to the Fairhaven town limits sign that recently went up, 
and these two new signs will be placed on the west and 
east sides of Mattapoisett Route 6. The Board expressed 
appreciation for the donation.

complaints/ 7 Selectman Silva said that he has had no 
problem with his service. Mr. Gagne' suggested including 
Ms. O'Keefe in a BOS agenda after January 1 to discuss 
the matter in person with her.

the event, visitors were called to the auditorium for a 
demonstration by both the ORR cheerleading team and 
the ORR dance team.

food and coffee for the visitors as they explored the high 
school. 

In the English hallway, some of the rooms were 
open as demonstrations. Mr. Allain used his room to 
promote the film club. Across the hall, English teachers 
were hosting a college admissions essay workshop for 
parents. Parents were allowed to work with Mrs. Johnson 
and Mrs. Dall to edit college essays and improve them. 

Only a couple of rooms in the math hallway 
were open. Of these rooms one was Mr. Greenley's, 
where he had a program called Nova Net running on his 
computers. This program was recently adopted by ORR 
to help students close to dropping out or being withheld 
due to failed classes or long-term illnesses to keep up in 
their classes. Students can take classes on the computers 
— some classes are supplements to ORR classes while 
others are actual classes that are not offered by ORR. 
They are allowed to use the credits for their graduation 
requirement. As Mr. Greenley was saying to curious 
parents, this program has already saved several ORR 
students from dropping out. Another room open in the 
math hallway was a calculator demonstration for parents. 
Because scientific calculators have greatly advanced since 
most parents were in high school or even college, it is 
often difficult for them to help their children with math 
homework. After the demonstration, several parents 
gained a basic knowledge of the functions a scientific 
calculator can do. Finally, representatives from Mrs.

ORR Drama Club Presents Our 
Town 

"The morning star always gets 
wonderful bright the minute 
before it has to go, doesn't it?" 
- The Stage Manager, Our Town 

The Old Rochester 
Regional Drama Club will be 
presenting Our Town by Thornton 
Wilder from November 19 to 21 . 
The play, which takes place in the 
quintessential New England town 
of Grover's Corners at the turn 
of the 20 th century, tells the story of two families blending as 
their teenage children fall in love in a sleepy New Hampshire 
village. 

Our Town, for which Wilder won the 1938 Pulitzer 
Prize, was a big change from the opulent plays of the 30's 
and 40's, like Annie Get Your Gun and Anything Goes. With 
sparse settings and virtually no backdrop, the emphasis in Our 
Town is the story and not the glitz. 

At the time of its release, Our Town was almost 
avant-garde in its simplicity. The play breaks the 
"fourth wall" meaning it addresses the audience 
and never tries to hide that it is a play; in fact, the 
narrator is named "Stage Manager," and his role 
varies from participant to overseer. Ay a, he's got 
a New England accent and some old-fashioned 
Yankee sensibilities that are simultaneously 
simplistic and profound. He presents us with 
the trials and tribulations of small-town folks 
who gossip about everything from the alcoholic 
church organist to the impending arrival of the 
automobile to everyday life. 

Act 1 of Our Town is titled "The Daily 
Life." It shows a bustling New Hampshire 
village in 1901 . The Stage Manager gets the 
audience acquainted with Grover's Corners by first showing 
the layout of the various church locations and then the 
location of the town jail. 

George and Emily are teenagers, next-door 
neighbors, with George being more concerned with baseball 
than working, and Emily being a high- achieving, ambitious 
student. Their faults - George's lack of ambition and Emily's 
overachieving ways - are complementary to each other. The 
audience feels tender affection for the fledgling relationship. 
It is only natural that this young couple fall in love and get 
married. 

By Act 2, George and Emily do get married, but 
it's not the happy wedding that the audience hopes for. It's 
bittersweet, and at times, downright awkward. The bride 
and groom each have a moment of panic where they want to 
back out of the wedding. Through the words of the wedding 




guests and the Stage Manager (who also acts as the minister 
marrying the couple), Wilder implies that life sometimes 
progresses so fast, that it is frightening. Moreover, marriage 
and children are rites of passage that humans are hard- wired 
to strive for, without completely understanding why. 

We think that we know everything there is to know 
about the townsfolk of Grover's Corners by the end of Act 2. 
Even one hundred years later - the story begins in 1901 - we 
feel the same earthly pulls that these characters do. We want 
to marry, strive, and succeed. We are crushed when we fall 
short, and we feel anger, loneliness, elation and rejection, 
just like these folks do. It isn't until Act 3 that we realize: 
all these natural inclinations prevent us from completely 
enjoying every minute of life, and that is the true tragedy of 
Our Town - particularly because it involves everyone, not 
just the main character. "Whenever you come near the human 
race, there's layers and layers of nonsense," says the Stage 
Manager, referring to all the hubris that prevents people from 
just enjoying life. 

In Act 3 , we learn about the afterlife that awaits the 
members of Grover's Corners. They sit on their tombstones 
and wait. While the Stage Manager can take them back to 
any day of their life, they have all learned that doing so is too 
painful. "They're waiting," the Stage Manager 
says, "for something important, and great. Aren't 
they waiting for the eternal part in them to come 
out clear?" In this afterlife, the dead arrive at 
their grave in great despair - they miss their 
families, and every aspect of life. But slowly, 
they shed their memories, their identities, their 
triumphs and their heartbreaks. Slowly, they fade 
from the earth. Whether we feel bad about this is 
up to the individual theater-goer. 

Although it is easy to be saddened by Our 
Town, Mr. Sardinha has presented a hopeful 
interpretation to ORR drama students: "We take 
what we have for granted, unintentionally. . . 
when it's gone, it's gone," he said. "[Our 
Town ] encourages us to appreciate the people who have 
passed, and tells us that we don't have to worry about them 
anymore." Mr. Sardinha used the play to initiate meaningful 
conversations with his drama students before rehearsals. 
Holly Cardoza, who plays the part of Emily, says that this 
role is her biggest ever and is particularly challenging 
because Our Town is mainly a drama with little comedic 
release. 

If you haven't seen this classic American play, 
here is your chance. Tickets for the ORR production of Our 
Town will be available by calling (508) 758-6625 for selling 
locations, or you can purchase tickets at the door, November 
19-21. 
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days a week. The first class is free, and you may join a 
session at anytime.

Outside 
the Box

The Box. Starring Cameron Diaz and James Marsden. 
Directed by Richard Kelly. Running time: 115 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Richard Matheson' s short story " Button, Button" 
has one of those neat, irresistible premises that Matheson, 
a frequent contributor to The Twilight Zone, is famous for. 
A mysterious man brings you a box with a button on the 
top. He tells you that if you push the button, someone you 
don't know will die, and you will get a serious amount 
of money. What would you do? Matheson says he took 
the idea from a psychology class in which his wife was 
enrolled. The story, therefore, is a psychological chiller 
with an almost jokey twist ending. Writer-director Richard 
Kelly, who made the modern cult classic Donnie Darko and 
its unfairly maligned follow-up Southland Tales, expands 
the story considerably in The Box, which tosses in NASA, 
nosebleeds, Jean-Paul Sartre, and a diagram of something 
called the Water Coffin Triptych that looks a lot like the 
diagram of time travel from Donnie Darko. 

The Box, Kelly's first film to get a wide theatrical 
release, has been said to be his bid for mainstream 
credibility. "See/ 7 he might be saying, "I can make 
something comprehensible with mass appeal." The best 
thing about the movie is that, if Kelly was really aiming to 
please the average popcorn-munchers, he fails. He can't 
help it. There's so much stuff here linked to his earlier 
films, particularly Darko, that multiplex audiences' heads 
will be swimming with references to water as foreboding 
portals and countless other eldritch suppositions. This is 
certainly the strangest movie to get a release in 2,000-plus 
theaters in quite some time. As a Kelly fan, I enjoyed the 
hell out of it — its brooding mood, its visual tribute to 
films of the '70s (the movie is set in 1976), its flamboyant 
score by three members of the Canadian indie-rock band 
Arcade Fire. Your mileage may vary, and probably will. 




Cameron Diaz and James Marsden are the young 
couple faced with the conundrum of the button; Frank 
Langella, a quadrant of his face burned away, is the 
man who delivers the box. I couldn't be happier about 
Langella' s late-career comeback, and here he creates a 
solemn figure that seems to stand for something beyond 
good or evil. Langella's manner is very dry and precise; 
he leaves the emoting to Diaz and Marsden, and Kelly 
extracts one of Diaz' better performances. She plays 
a private-school teacher who introduces Sartre to her 
students, and I was reminded of the deadpan English 
teacher Drew Barrymore played in Donnie Darko; all Kelly 
needs to do now is cast Lucy Liu as a teacher and he'll 
have the Charlie's Angels trifecta. 

Like Kelly's other films, The Box fairly demands 
to be seen more than once, or as part of a Richard Kelly 
marathon. This writer-director has firmly established 
his own techno-mystical emphasis, his own fatalistic 
mood; his work and his viewpoint consistently fascinate 
me. How is The Box as a thriller? Well, it goes places 
that will make many viewers want to get out and 
walk — it reminded me a little of last March's Knowing, 
which handled its blend of suspense and sci-fi far less 
successfully. I have a feeling that anything Kelly does — a 
western, a romantic comedy — will be run through his 
filter of inscrutable astrophysics jargon. If he can continue 
to get studios to give him money, he will continue to be an 
artist to watch.

Hunting Season 

It is currently Open Season for: Gray Squirrels 
(until January 2), Opossums (until January 31), Raccoons 
(until January 30), Cottontail Rabbit (until February 28), 
Deer (archery only, until November 21), Peasant, Quail, 
and Ruffled Grouse (until November 28). 

Get a License - Licenses to hunt and fish are 
required of anyone 15 and older. Trapping licenses are 
required of anyone 12 and older (the minimum age to 
hunt in Massachusetts is 12). 

Get a Permit - Permits are required for anyone 
interested in hunting antlerless deer, black bears, wild 
turkeys, migratory game birds, or anyone looking to hunt 
with a crossbow. Permits for hunting these animals were 
due in July, so if you don't have a permit, don't hunt these 
animals. 

Wear Blaze Orange - This isn't just for hunters; 
this rule stands for anyone who enters an outdoor area 
that is a popular hunting spot, or people who live in rural 
areas. Consider a "blaze orange" cap or vest (available at 
sporting good stores). 

Use Caution with Firearms - All firearms 
should be treated as if they were loaded at all times. 
Keep muzzles pointing in safe directions at all times, and 
positively identify prey before firing. 

Know Your Seasons and Limits - Available 
on www.mass.gov, the hunting season guidelines keep 
wildlife populations safely balanced, and will keep you 
from getting a ticket. The website also lists your daily bag 
limits and possession limits.
